The sentim ent is being no u rish­ 
ed by realizatio n that the reces­ 
sio n is still far fro m o v er and by 
o fficial admissio ns o f the sev ere 
lim itatio ns o f Canadian defense p o ­ 
tential. 
Go v ernm ent leaders and serv ice 
chiefs recently hav e co nfessed that 
the co u ntry ’s arm am ents are o b­ 
so lete and, by im p licatio n, that 
the m ax im u m defense effo rt o f 
which Canada is cap able o ffers a 
m easu re o f secu rity so sm all as 
to be 
alm o st w o rthless. 
To day 
Canadian safety fro m aggressio n 
dep ends alm o st entirely o n U.S. 
strength. 


FLUTHER, it is co nceded that 
C anada’s air and gro u nd co ntribu ­ 
tio ns to the No rth Atlantic T reaty 
fo rces m ean little in term s o f m ili­ 
tary effectiv eness. They are there 
as an ex p ensiv e gestu re o f No rth 
Am erican u nity to defend W estern 
Eu ro p e, as a so rt o f stiff fee fo r 
Canadian m em bership in the in­ 
flu ential NATO clu b. 
The gro wing nu m ber o f Canadi­ 
ans adv o cating v ario u s degrees o f 
disarm am ent argu e to this effect: 
Canada canno t defend itself fro m 
Ru ssian attack and m u st rely o n 
Am erican p o wer to shield the Do ­ 
minio n. 
The m ilitary and eco no mic reco n­ 
stru ctio n o f W estern Eu ro p e, p ar­ 
ticu larly 
G erm any , 
cancels 
the 
need fo r ev en a to ken Canadian 
fo rce o n Eu ro p ean so il. 


The defense against the Co m­ 
m u nist threat, it is argu ed, is be­ 
co ming m o re dep endent o n sm all, 
highly mo bile u nits which co u ld be 
co ntribu ted to the U.N. in the 
ev ent o f K o re a -ty p e “ p o lice ac­ 
tio ns” and sp end m u ch m o re o n 
aid to u nderdev elo p ed co u ntries. 
Su rp risingly , the m o st fo rthright 
p ro no u ncem ent in fav o r o f large- 
scale disarm am ent has co m e fro m 
C anada’s leading natio nal m aga­ 
zine, M aclean’s, which is seco nd 
to no ne in its v igo ro u s assertio n 
o f Canadian v irility and natio nal­ 
ism .

There's a story about counterfeiters who 


were so carried away by enthusiasm for their 


easy way of making money that they turned 


out a batch of $18 bills. It seemed to be a 


better idea than fooling with phony $10 bills. 


Then the question came up about passing 
the $18 bills. It was going to be tougher 
than getting rid of tens. So the counterfeiters 
figured out that the best place to go was 
somewhere so far from the main stem that 
the natives wouldn’t know the difference. 
Having arrived at the far corner of Hell's 
Half Acre, they picked a victim and asked 
him if he could make change for an $18 bill. 
The local yokel never cracked a smile. He 
took out a roll and peeled off a $9 and three 
$3 
No one cracked a smile . . . 
These are times when any speechwriter 
who can turn out a good speech to explain 
inflation can write his owrn ticket. The subject 
is timely. 
On April 2. Robert C. Tyson, chairman of 
U.S. Steel’s finance committee, made a good 
speech about inflation to the New York Cham­ 
ber of Commerce. Whether he wrote it him­ 


self is inconsequential. One passage alone 
was worth the listening: 
“ If a group of people gets a billion dollars 
more they will spend more—no argument. If 
a group of people gets a billion dollars less 
they will spend less—again, no argument. 
There is no way for the steel union group 
to get an unearned billion dollars more with­ 
out others undeservedly getting a billion dol­ 
lars less—except that an additional billion 
dollars be. in effect, printed up, and this is 
pure inflation.” 
It also is pure counterfeiting, if you think 
of it that way. 
The boys turn out a batch of $18 bills, 
trade them for $9s and $3s and no one 
cracks a smile. That is what it amounts to 
when money has no value behind it. 
The whole thing is done dead-pan. The rest 
of us are supposed to go along with the 
gag by pretending that the $18 bills, the $9 
bills and the $3 are orthodox money and to 
make change for it with honest bills and 
currency. Meaning, of course, that we are 
letting the funny-money switchers take it out 
of our hides. 
And no one cracks a smile. . . 


A Fact That Is Worth Repeating 


Charles E. Spahr, president of the Standard 


Oil Co. (Ohio), has pointed out a fact about 


gasoline taxes that is worth repeating when­ 


ever and wherever legislators are asked to 


consider increases in the rate. 


“High gasoline taxes made the small for­ 
eign car a thing of necessity in Europe," he 
declared in a statement this week. “Every 
foreign car purchased in America in place of 
an American-made car has a depressing ef­ 
fect right here in Ohio.” 
The moral in this statement cannot be dis­ 
regarded. whether it Is gasoline taxation or 
some other form of taxation that is being dis­ 
cussed. 
Resistance to taxation is one of the basic 
realities of government. Up to a certain point, 
taxes will be accepted without a struggle. 
Beyond that point, the struggle to minimize 


their effect begins to offset the expectancy 
of higher yield as rates are boosted. 
By the same token, it can be argued 
with sound logic that the way to increase 
revenue in some instances is to lower the 
tax rate. The secret is to decrease tax resist­ 
ance and thereby to increase revenue. 
Those small European cars that have tak­ 
en America's eye are not small because Eu­ 
ropeans preferred small cars. They had to 
be small to compensate for exorbitant taxes 
on fuel, accessories and the cars themselves. 
Europeans would have preferred to drive 
larger cars. But only wealthy Europeans 
could afford to drive larger cars. If the time 
ever comes when only wealthy Americans 
can afford large cars, it won't matter any 
more how many cents a gallon may be added 
to gas taxes. Most Americans will be riding 
bicycles.

The 1961 budget will be the last 
which Eisenhower can present to 
Congress during his administra­ 
tion. 
It would go into effect July I, 
1960 and extend to June 30, 1961, 
thus overlapping Eisenhower’s de­ 
parture and the first 5ti months 
of the next president..

Probably ev­ 
ery Democratic senator is behold­ 
en to him for some favor or other. 
He’s a great one for doing favors, 
knowing the importance of having 
senators 
feel 
favorable to 
him 
when he wants something done. 
Prestige? He had it in abun­ 
dance. Wasn’t everyone saying he 
was a positively brilliant maestro 
in a place which has more prima 
donnas than an opera house? He 
had a genius for getting them to 
say yes or no as he wanted. 
And best of all for him: he had 
an 
overwhelming 
majority 
of 
Democrats to work with. Thanks 
to last November’s elections, his 
party’s majority was the greatest 
since early New Deal days. 
What more could a Senate lead­ 
er ask? If he were asked, he’d 
probably have said more of the 
same, as anyone would. He was 
even being prominently mentioned 
as a likely Democratic presiden­ 
tial candidate in 1960. 
Then a comparative newcomer, 
Sen. William Proxmire, Wisconsin 
Democrat, strode up to the bridge 
and pulled the skipper’s cap down 
around his ears. This was a few 
weeks ago. 
In brief, this was Proxmire’s 
complaint: 
Senate 
Democrats 
were being treated to too much of 
the daddy-knows-best stuff, with 
Lyndon the D a d d y .

House. The two Texans have been 
the undisputed Democratic bosses 
in the Capitol. 
But Morse blasted the “Demo­ 
cratic leadership on Capitol Hill” 
which he said has been the “Char­ 
lie McCarthy in a political ventril­ 
oquist act” with President Eisen­ 
hower and his administration on 
the Edgar Bergen end of the act. 
“Could it 
be,” 
asked 
Morse, 
“that we are witnessing a tragic 
political spectacle of both of our 
political parties in the control of 
old, tired, sick, reactionary men?” 
He said in effect: the Democrat­ 
ic leadership in Congress, instead 
of leading and pushing through 
Democratic programs, has been 
playing footsie with the Eisenhow­ 
er administration. 
On top of all this the 27-man 
Democratic party advisory coun­ 
cil tried to light a fire under John­ 
son and Rayburn Sunday with an 
appeal to them to ignore Eisen­ 
hower’s spending holddown and to 
start a program to bolster the 
economy.

Canada To Disarm?

Experts for Sen. Harry F. Byrd’s 
Joint Committee on Internal Rev­ 
enue Taxation last week reported 
that government receipts will total 
only $75,800,000,000, about $1,300,- 
000,000 under the President’s esti­ 
mate. 
Although the committee’s figures 
have usually proven reliable, Stans 
said such criticism of the budget 
“will prove to be very, very poor­ 
ly founded.”

‘Explosion’ 


As a species, man is a latecom­ 


er but a phenomenal success. 
He has triumphed over all other 


animals, subdued many of t h e 


diseases that attack him, f o u n d 


ingenious ways to wrest his sus­ 
tenance from the earth’s crust— 


and multiplied. 
In a relatively 
short 
span 
of 
time, man has increased his popu­ 
lation to a peak of some 2,790,* 
000,000. In 1959 and 1960, accord­ 
ing to a recent estim ate another 
100,000.000 human beings will ar­ 
rive. And therein lies a problem. 


“Explosion" is the word used by 
demographers, or population an­ 
alysts, to describe the upsurge. 
It took about 200.000 years for the 
species to number 2,000,000,000 at 
mid - 20th century. Now it seems 
inevitable 
that 
the 4,000,000,000- 
mark will be reached in merely 
30 years. 
The rampant rise is due not to 
higher birth rates, but to a fan­ 
tastic decline in death rates, es­ 
pecially in poor countries already 
teeming with people. Modern med­ 
ical science, with its vaccines, ino­ 
culations, DDT, and wonder drugs, 
is helping 
the 
rich 
and p o o r 
alike to stave off disease, disabili­ 
ty and early death. 
If population grows at the pres­ 
ent explosive rate, the world will 
have 6,000.000,000 mouths to feed 
by A D. 2,000. 


A strong groundswell of opinion 


is developing in Ottawa favoring 


drastic Canadian disarmament. It 
appears to be quietly increasing 
among all political parties and all 
economic classes. 
The sentiment is being nourish­ 
ed by realization that the reces­ 
sion is still far from over and by 
official admissions of the severe 
limitations of Canadian defense po­ 
tential. 
Government leaders and service 
chiefs recently have confessed that 
the country’s armaments are ob­ 
solete and, by implication, that 
the maximum defense effort of 
which Canada is capable offers a 
measure of security so small as 
to be 
almost worthless. 
Today 
Canadian safety from aggression 
depends almost entirely on U.S. 
strength. 


FURTHER, it is conceded that 
Canada’s air and ground contribu­ 
tions to the North Atlantic Treaty 
forces mean little in terms of mili­ 
tary effectiveness. They are there 
as an expensive gesture of North 
American unity to defend W’estern 
Europe, as a sort of stiff fee for 
Canadian membership in the in­ 
fluential NATO club. 
The growing number of Canadi­ 
ans advocating various degrees of 
disarmament argue to this effect: 
Canada cannot defend itself from 
Russian attack and must rely on 
American power to shield the Do­ 
minion. 
The military and economic recon­ 
struction of Western Europe, par­ 
ticularly 
Germany, 
cancels 
the 
need for even a token Canadian 
force on European soil. 


The defense against the Com­ 
munist threat, it is argued, is be­ 
coming more dependent on small, 
highly mobile units which could be 
contributed to the U.N. in the 
event of Korea - type “police ac­ 
tions" and spend much more on 
aid to underdeveloped countries. 
Surprisingly, the most forthright 
pronouncement in favor of large- 
scale disarmament has come from 
Canada’s leading national maga­ 
zine, Maclean’s, which is second 
to none in its vigorous assertion 
of Canadian virility and national­ 
ism. 


AUTER EXAMINING the pos­ 
sible courses open to Canada’s de­ 
fense policy Maclean’s comes to 
this 
conclusion, 
remarkable 
be­ 
cause of the publication's wide in­ 
fluence and the conservative busi­ 
ness interests it represents: 
“Make an open announcement 
that Canada has discovered itself 
to be obsolete as a military na­ 
tion and intends therefore to strive 
for peace mainly as an economic 
and political nation. Honor our 
existing military commitments un­ 
til they run out but make it clear 
that 
our ultimate establishment 
will consist only of small, mod­ 
estly armed mobile units available 
for United Nations police duty. 
And commit ourselves firmly to 
spend every last dollar thus pared 
from our defense budget in aid to 
less favored countries. . . . 
“What country is in a better posi­ 
tion to set an example in disarma­ 
ment than Canada, which after 
trying to arm for IO years on the 
most costly scale in its history is 
still, for all practical purposes, as 
defenseless as the Canada of 1913 
or the Canada of 1938?” 


On Alert For Reds 


The FBI and the AFL-CIO are 
making unusual preparations 
to 
cope with attempts by Communists 
to infiltrate and exploit labor’s up- 
c o m i n g “unemployment confer­ 
ence" in Washington April 8. 
The anti-red measures for han­ 
dling the big mass meeting in­ 
clude: 
1. A careful screening of union 
delegates 
and newspapermen to 
prevent Communists from enter­ 
ing under phony credentials. 
2. Assignment of federal counter­ 
espionage agents who have been 
keeping tabs on Communist party 
underground activities in the labor 
field. 
In addition, Washington's Metro­ 
politan Police Force will be on 
hand to prevent the Reds from 
staging “impromptu" demonstra­ 
tions at the meeting place—Wash­ 
ington's National Guard Armory 
or at the White House or on Capi­ 
tol Hill.

home: storage cabinets inside the 
hou se and clev er storage ideas for 
ou tside. 
In recent y ears, the carport has 
come in for a lot of attention as 
a possible storage shed. In fact, 
in the case of the basementless 
home, it u su ally takes ov er the 
care and k e e p i n g of steamer 
tru nks, garden su pplies and sport­ 
ing eq u ipment. 
Using the carport for these items 
is entirely logical, for the gard­ 
en is u su ally adjacent to the car­ 
port and a minimu m of steps be­ 
tween it 
and the wheelbarrow 
lightens the gardener’s chore con­ 
siderably . And what cou ld be more 
easy than loading golf clu bs or 
fishing rods directly from a car­ 
port cu pboard into the car?

home: storage cabinets inside the 
.house and clever storage ideas for 
outside. 
In recent years, the carport has 
come in for a lot of attention as 
a possible storage shed. In fact. 
in the case of the basem entless 
home, it usually takes over the 
care and k e e p i n g of steam er 
trunks, garden supplies and sport­ 
ing equipment. 
Using the carport for these items 
is entirely logical, for the gard­ 
en is usually adjacent to the car­ 
port and a minimum of steps be­ 
tween 
it 
and 
the 
wheelbarrow 
lightens the gardener’s chore con­ 
siderably. And what could be more 
easy than loading golf clubs or j 
fishing rods directly from a car­ 
port cupboard into the car? 


Even 
though 
cupboards 
have 
been built right into the wall con­ 


necting house and carport, it’s a 


sm art idea to incorporate storage 
features into at least one of the 
outer walls. 
Too 
much 
storage 
space is an impossibility. 
For the outer wall, something 
in the way of decorative design­ 
ing is needed. One interesting plan 
calls for floating storage, a cab­ 
inet which is suspended between 
ground and roof so that it appears 
to be 
floating 
unsupported 
in 
space. 
The design trick is to build it 
around the supporting posts for 
the roof section in such a m anner 
that the posts are visible two feet 
below the cabinet and about two 
feet above. This gives the illusion 
that 
the 
supporting posts 
run 
through the cabinet to the roof 


without actually having anything 
to do with its framework. 
The design of the floating stor­ 
age cabinet is unique and guaran­ 
teed to add a world of decorative 
interest to the carport, but care 
should be taken to relate it to the 
house design through the type of 
wood chosen for its exterior. * 
If, for instance, the house is sid­ 
ed in a knotty grade of w estern 
red cedar and finished in drift­ 
wood stain, t h e floating cabinet 
should m atch perfectly. Doors can 
be installed either with 
interior 
hinges for an utterly smooth ap­ 
pearance or with visible hinges, 
and locks of some kind are an ab­ 
solute must. 
Items from the floating cabinet 
will be much easier to load and 
unload if the cabinet is com part- 
mentized with separate doors for 
each section.

Squeaking floors, a prime source 
of annoy ance in th ousands of new 
h ouses, usually can be traced to 
imporper nailing of th e rough or 
sub-floor of th e h ouse. 
It is true th at th e use of unsea­ 
soned lumber accounts for some 
of th e trouble, but usually it is be­ 
cause th e rough floor was laid 
with more speed th an accuracy . 
Th e rough floor nailing sh ould be 
done so th at th e nails pass th rough 
th e floorboards and into th e top 
of th e floor joists wh ich support 
th em. 
One h as only to go into a cellar 
of a new h ouse and examine th e 
’ h undreds of nail-points wh ich h ave 
missed th e joists or floor beams 
to understand wh y th e floor is go­ 
ing to squeak and creak with in a 
few month s. 
Th ere is also wh at Is known as 
i inadequate nailing, anoth er cause 
iof th e difficulty . 


Good building practice calls for 
two nails th rough every board and 
into every floor joist th e board 
crosses. In many h ouses w h i c h 
h ave been built recently , y ou will 
find one nail wh ere two belong. 
Th ere is absolutely no excuse for 
th is ty pe of work. 
Th e correct way to lay and nail 
th e sub-floor is to drive th e board 
tigh tly against th e one just nailed 


and 
th en 
drive 
th e 
first nail 
th rough th e edge away from th e 
nailed board. Th is is done so th at 
th e top of th e joist is in plain 
sigh t. Th e second nail is th en lined 
up with th e nails in th e finish ed 
board. 
We h ave seen quick work being 
done by butting several boards to­ 
geth er and th en drawing a line 
across th em to guide th e nailing.

Area Beneath 
Home Should 
Be Closed In 


There are many houses, porch­ 
es, additions, which are built sep­ 
arately from the main building and 
not over the house foundation. 
Usually these are built on posts 
or on cement block or brick piers, 
and the area beneath them is left 
open. This is not only a bad condi­ 
tion, but is also a very dangerous 
one. 


To begin with, dried leaves and 
grass, sm all twigs and wind-driv­ 
en paper have a habit of blowing 
under the structure, accumulating 
and drying until they form a fine 
m ass of tinder, ready to break 
into a flame if a spark reaches 
them . It is almost impossible to 
reach the fire to put it out unless 
a hose happens to be right at hand. 


Another thing about these open 
areas is that rats, cats and all 
m anner of small animal are apt 
to m ake it a nesting place. The 
result is frequently odorous and 
dirty. 
When the owner does not want 
the expense or effort of closing 
up this type of area solidly, and 
with proper screened ventilating 
openings, he will find lattice-work 
quite satisfactory. 
This lattice can be made of wood 
strip about two inches wide and a 
quarter-inch thick. It is easy to 
cut and to nail and the average 
area can be fitted in a half day.| 
As a rule the posts or piers are lo­ 
cated sufficiently close to each oth­ 
er to obviate the necessity of in­ 
term ediate supports. 
In the case where there are m as­ 
onry piers and not posts, a wood 
batten can be secured to them 
with cut nails driven into the m o r-1 
tar joints and then the lattic nail­ 
ed to the battens.
